City Adds It Up: Building Activity Here on Upswing in 1954 


Showing a general gain in con- 
struction activity in Menlo Park 
since the end of hostilities in Kor- 
ea, figures released by Building 
Inspector James D. Steiger this 
week listed 613 permits, authoriz- 
ing a total of $5,717,755 worth of 
construction, as issued during 
1954. 

As usual, single-family residen- 
tial building continued to account 
for a major share, more than a 
third, of the total valuation of 
construction started. But about a 
sixth of the total was also account- 
ed for by five major projects 
started in the city during the year. 
(4, the latter, one was a school, 
one was a major store, one was a 
new fire Station and two were new 
professional - administrative units 
in the Linifeld Oaks area. : 

The upswing in construction 
of apartment units in the city 
was indicated by the estimate 
that while 148 new single-family 
homes were started, 180 apart- 
ment dwellings were put under 
construction. :

Dog Law: 


BARES TEETH 


Beginning this week, Menlo 
Park’s animal control ordinance 
is going to get some teeth in it, 
in the form of citations issued to 
animal owners whose pets aren’t 
being kept under regulations 
called for. 

This was reported this week 
by Poundmaster A. F. Petrucci, 
who added that when he issues 
a citation, he won't be fooling. 
The documents call for an ap- 
pearance in municipal court in 
Redwood City by the animal’s 
owner. 

Most frequent transgressors 
of terms of the animal control 
ordinance, says the poundmast- 
er, are dogs who don’t stay 
home. The city’s animal control 
writ specifically provides that 
dogs shall be “under control of 
a person at all times” unless 
shut up in a yard. 

Petrucci adds that such trans- 
Sressions aren’t the fault of the 
dog. The owner is the one cited, 
because he’s the one who’s sup- 
posed to know the terms of the 
law. 

If a dog is spotted, he con- 
tinues ,the owner can be identi- 
fied by a dog license or by 
watching the dog until he re- 
turns to his home. 

Dogs who follow children to 
School are apt to be picked up 
on the school grounds and en- 
carcerated, in addition to which 
a citation may be visited upon 
the owner. 

“We're not going on a cru- 
sade,” and we hope we don’t 
have to cite too many,” he add- 
ed. “A word to the wise should 
be sufficient. 

“Redwood City has used a 
similar system for several years, 
and find it works very well.”

Mishaps in "54 

There was but one more traffic 
accident in Menlo Park in 1954 
than in 1958, Menlo Park police 
Chief George Potter noted this 
week, in spite of the area’s con- 
tinually increasing population and 
traffie hazards. 

And, as he listed a total of 215 
accidents last year as compared 
with 214 the previous year, he 
noted that 1954’s record could 
have been even better; until the 


had fewer accidents than for the 
comparative portion of 1953. But 
during the Yuletide holida at 
three accidents in which 
drinking figured as a cause oc- 
curred in Menlo Park. 

Nineteen fifty-four was the 
second straight year that Menlo 
Park has gone without a traffic 
fatality. During 1952, there 
were four persons killed on the 
Streets of Menlo Park. 

And while noting the slight in: 
crease in the accident total, Chief 
Potter also pointed out that there 
was a relatively sharp drop in in- 
jury accidents; 46 last year as 
compared with 53 in 1953. Howev- 
er, there were 169 minor accidents 
last year as compared with 161 the 


previous year, bringing the total 
back up. 

The relative drop in accidents! 
—relative, rather than absolute, 
because of the late surge—was due| 
to several factors, according to 
Potter. 

THANKS OFFICERS 

“First,” he observed, “I think 
we should cite the members of the!

ing on traffic problems. Most have 
been continuing their 
training, and as the years 
are becoming increasingly 
cient in their work 

“Too, the city’s traffic safety 
commission, which gives its at- 
tention to the most pressing 
traffic situations in the city, 
has gone a long way toward el- 
iminating some of the hazards 
which invite accidents.

Las Lomitas School District board] 
of trustees this week took the of-| 
fensive in support of their $193,000!

New Supermar 
Planned on 
Menlo Avenue 


Plans for a new supermarket to 
occupy the area bounded by Uni- 
versity drive, Menlo avenue and 
Evelyn street, south of the mun- 
icipal alley at the rear of buildings 
facing Santa Cruz avenue, were re- 
vealed before the Menlo Park 
planning commission this week. 

The new market, according to 
present plans, will be 116 by 160 
feet in its outside dimensions and 
all of the area south of the alley, 
with the exception of the single 
building, will be converted to off- 
street parking if planners approve 
details of the project. 

The commission will consider 
the rezonings necessary to allow 
construction of the market, at a 
hearing set for Jan. 17. 

Seybold and Ferguson, real- 
tors acting as agents for the 
project declined to name the 
prospective market tenant. But 
they indicated it would be a 
marketer who presently oper- 
ates several other stores. 

The building will have approxi- 
mately 18,500 square feet of floor 
space if it is a single-story struc- 
ture; this indicates an investment} 
of at least $185,000 if construction 
costs are guesstimated at $10 a 
square foot. 

Several lots must be considered 
for rezoning at the Jan. 17 meet- 
ing. Some, facing Menlo avenue. 
are currently classified for profes- 
sional use development with off- 
street parking; some must be 
“traded” for areas which will have 
to have a commercial designation 
if the market is built while others

better local control of schools, a 
more equitable educational sys- 
tem forall children in the area, 
and a strengthening of commun. 
ity ties in a territory now split 
in its civic spirit and interest be- 
tween five elementary school 
distriets and the large Sequoia 
district, 


But the extent of the area that 
should be unified and the best 
means of proceeding toward that 
goal found vastly different points 
of view. 

Some held strongly for exact 
definition of the proposed bound- 
aries of the unified district, while 
others expressed belief that a gen- 
eral description of the people’s de- 
sire would be sufficient, since the 
redistricting committee would be 
expected to explore in detail the 


| practical and equitable aspect of 
; the boundary problem. 


In the last analysis, all agreed 
that the boundaries of the two in- 
corporated areas would represent 
the most welcome shape of the 
district to the residents, but since . 
all recognized that adjustments 


| would have to be made in fairness 
| and in accordance with good edu- 


cational standards, it was decided 
that the city would formulate the 
petition in terms of “substantial- 
ly” the area of the two cities, 
Adjustment of the boundaries 
in a manner acceptable to area re- 
sidents would be sought in the re- 


| districting committee hearings. 


With the thought in mind that 
the resultant proposed district 
might still be too large to be ac- 
ceptable to the area, the council 
indicated it would bear in mind 
the possibility of Atherton and 
Menlo Park becoming chartered 
cities and forming their own 
school districts. 

The two cities have, for several 


| months, had a committee of attor- 


neys studying legal aspects of the 
chartering proposal.

There was a day in Recorder history when our first cditor 
and publisher, L. E. Marris, could do the job single-handed, not 
only gathering and writing the news, but setting the type and 
printing the paper, too.

Bisected 
ByRR

Menlo Park is bisected by the! 
Southern Pacific railroad line, 
which in the absence of grade sep- 
aration crossings acts as a barrier 
to east-west traffic movements. 

But this is not the only import 
ant barrier, for easterly of El Ca- 
mino Real there is no street which 
connects the highway with Bay 
road, and in fact there is no street 
reaching El Camino at all between 
Ravenswood avenue and = San 
Francisquito creek, a distance of 
nearly a mile. 

Thus the drive between east 
Menlo Park and west has always 
been an awkward one, a catch- 
as-catch-can affair. 

When the Linfield Oaks tract 
was annexed to the city in 1947, 
the council and the planning com- 
mission discussed with the subdi- 
vider the extension of Willow 
road. It was agreed that here was 
a logical east-west route which 
could be economically routed un-

der the railroad tracks in the 
neighborhood of Cambridge ave- 


nue. 

Suggestions that this be routed 
to connect with in extension of 
Sand Hill road were discarded, as 
Willow was planned to be an intra- 
city street, not a regional route. 
Willow accordingly was laid out 
in its present form with a major 
street width, considerably greater 
than that of a local residential 
street. \ 

The development of a shop- 
ping center on the Stanford 
campus has accentuated the de- 


mand for a major east-west 
thorough fare from the Sand 
Hill road area to the Willow- 


Bayshore intersection. 

The city has set aside a right-of- 
way for such a highway adjacent 
to the new Neilsen building, but 
we are much more interested in 
our problem of internal circula- 
tion. 

Before we have been able to 
start accumulating funds for the 
underpass, homes have been built} 
on Willow in Linfield Oaks, and a 
great protest against the project! 
has arisen. The planning commis- 
sion now has this protest under} 
consideration. 

The only reasonable alterna- 
live to Willow road going 
through to El Camino is to run 
Ringwood through Stanford Vil- 
lage into some sort of intersec- 
tion with Ravenswood, and then 
have a grade separation at the 
railroad tracks. 

This project would approach a} 
million dollars in cost against 
about $150,000 for the Willow un-} 
derpass. The city’s gasoline tax} 
revenue is about $65,000 a year 

Traffic now coming up Willow) 
fillers through Linfield Oaks on 
its way to Ravenswood. This traf 
fie will be multiplied considerably 
when Alma is put in along the 
railroad tracks. 

There is no solution to this pro- 
blem that will please everyone. It 
is up to the planning commission 

and city council to make their de 
terminations in the light of the pu- 
blie interest.

Every gardener is, on a small 
stale, a farmer. He benefits direct-| 
ly ffom the improved seeds, super 
fertilizers, potent weed killers, all 
plirpose sprays, new tools and irri- 
“gation methods that are constant: 
ly being researched for the big- 
time farmer. 


fe should take heart, too, in the, 
future Secretary of Agriculture 
Bzra Benson sees for all farming. 


This astute agriculturalist has 
based : his’ farm program on 
“horse sense” and the tremen- 
lous scientific advances availa- 
ble to farmers. 

{t is an age of chemistry. Twen- 
ty cents worth of hormones may 
put 20 dollars worth of beef on a 

steer. Some chemicals will delay 
ripening of crops. Others will 
spéed up their maturity. The big 
challenge in agriculture is the in- 
telligent use of all this informa- 
tion. 


Benson sees the government's 
job as one of making available to 
farmers the. best tools, techniques, 
and know-how of. modern farming, 
and encouraging the farmer to do 
a better job on his farm, with his 
patticular set-up: The government 
cah also help by expanding mark- 
ets at home and abroad. Benson 
feéls this is the soundest program 
he cause it offers the farmer both 
freedom and security. 

SOUND PROGRAMS 

freedom, because a healthy ag- 
rieulture can best be secured with 
a thinimum of government super- 
vision and personal restrictions. 
Fiérison feels the new farm legisla- 
tion will insure against drastic 
price drops and encourage balanc- 
ed production without harsh con- 
trols. 

High, rigid supports are. sup- 
ported by those who are con- 
vinced that government can do 
a better job of running your 
farm than you can. 

The government should increase 
markets and continue research 
and education. Benson pointed out 
that the development of hybrid 
corn alone fas ‘put more cash dol- 
lars in farmers’ poekets than all of 
the farm subsidies in the past 20 
years!
